UNDER CANVAS 

The precise origin and function of 
canvassing remain one of the great 
unsolved mysteries of 20th Century 
behaviourism. There is no evidence 
to suggest that the ritual is in any 
way beneficial to either canvasser or 
canvassed— in fact such evidence as 
there is strongly suggests that the 
process is entirely counter-product- 
ive. So why does it survive? Dun- 
more and Hook, in their workman- 
like monogramme "The Use of 
Elections in the Treatment of NSU 
and Halitosis" (Belgrade, 1922) 
suggest undertones of psychotic 
fantasy: that the nervous approach 
of the canvasser to the stranger's 
front door is the preliminary to a 
potentially painful anal insertion. 
Hard to know what to make of that, 
really (the same authors, of course, 
have in the past suggested that it is 
possible to gather accurate 
information about male genitalia 
from studying a man's socks; and 
that Rhodes Boyson's reluctance to 
shave the sides of his face stems 
from an adolescent desire to be 
beaten with a lavatory brush). 
More recent research has focussed 
on finding out what canvassers 
would be doing with their time if 
they weren't canvassing. The results 
of a 1979 survey among canvassers 
from all the major parties indicate 
that a majority (53%) would have 
been talking to someone, but only a 
tiny minority (0.3%) would have 
been listening to what the other 
person had to say. Of the 
remainder, 17% would have been 
queueing in a Post Office; 14% 
writing letters to Any Answers, 6% 
watching their lives drift by and 
wishing they'd gone to live in South 
Africa after the war, 2% drinking 
Mellow Birds with a neighbour, 
and the others either grooming a 
pet or working. Conservatives put 
canvassing below gardening but 
above sex in their choice of leisure 
activities; among Labour Party 
workers it was looked on as a 
welcome excuse to escape from the 
realities of their own lives.

WHAT'S HAPPENING, EXACTLY? 

Since the last General Election, the Boundary Commission has 
implemented a number of minor adjustments in the size and 
number of Parliamentary Constituencies. This is a routine 
procedure, regularly undertaken in all democracies in order 
to rationalise the electorate (such administrative adjustments 
are common on the continent, as for example in Russia in 
1917, in Germany in 1933, in Spain in 1936; and an almost 
daily occurrence in Albania and Haiti*). 

I SEE. SO WHAT'S HAPPENING, EXACTLY? 

Up to now, we've had over six hundred individual constituencies 
scattered round the country, each with its own electorate, 
party organisations, returning officer and so on. Under the 
new plan things will be much simpler. 
All the traditional Labour seats have 
been amalgamated into two new 
centralised constituencies, each with 
its own Member of Parliament. Those 
areas which have in the past elected 
Liberal, SDP or other minority 
representatives have been brought 
together to form a single voting unit, 
which will have its Member, too. The 
remaining 29 Members will be . . . 

HOLD ON A MINUTE . . . 

Don't interrupt. The remaining 29 
Members will be shared by the 
Conservative electorate.

The task of collecting ballot-boxes from the outlying polling booths can 
take up to seventeen years. Here nominations for the 1976 municipal 
elections approach Khartoum in the spring of 1983.

French Polling Stations are very different to English ones. In France 
children are allowed inside, and a voter may dawdle for hours in his booth 
reading long pretentious novels over a citron presse, making love to his 
mistress or simply pissing on the floor while reading the advertisements.

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THE HISTORYOF DEMOCRACY 



The History of 
Democracy 

The political system on 
which our own democracy 
is based really began in 
Ancient Greece, a country 
where three-quarters of the 
population were slaves and 
babies were left out on the 
hillside to die. 
All citizens were entitled to 
vote provided that they: 
—were over twenty-one 
—owned a hypoteneuse 
—lent Socrates their bum- 
boy every now and then. 

On election day all twenty- 
five citizens would stroll 
down to the market-place 
(or 'kleftiko') where two 
large vases (or 'kebabi') 
were placed side by side on 
the pavement ('pave- 
mento'). Each citizen 
would then cast a little ball 
of dung (or 'psephos')* into 
the vase of his choice (or 
'avgolemoni'). These were 
then counted up, where- 
upon the (or' e') citizens got 
into their chariots, drove 
over to the Oracle at 
Delphi and asked it what to 
do. At this point an old bat 
would come out of the cave 
with twigs in her hair and 
dribble all down her dress 
and give her answer, 
usually along the lines of 
The long geese are flying 
low this month' or some 
other useful hint, after 
which it would be pretty 
obvious who had won. 
The returning officer was 
then despatched from 
Marathon to run to Athens 
(a distance of 21 x k miles) 
announce the result and 
die— for this reason the 
returning officer was 
traditionally a boring little 
man with a droning voice, 
a heart condition, and a 
silly middle name who 
would otherwise be of no 
use whatsoever to the 



community. Making such 
people returning officers 
saved cluttering up the 
hillsides— leaving plenty of 
room for babies, old folk 
and heterosexuals. 
*the origin of the word 
'psephologist' 

The First 'MP' 

The first real 'MP' was 
Alexander the Great. After 
becoming the youngest 
'President of the Oxford 
Union' in history, he 
entered local politics at the 
age of twelve and, in a bril- 
liant campaign covering 
156 cities, he swept to 
power — completely 
slaughtering his rivals in a 
25,000-sided contest. By 
the age of 32 he was 'MP' 
for the largest 'constitu- 
ency' in the world — repre- 
senting Mesopotamia, 
Macedon, Thrace, Epirus, 
Phrygia, Armenia, most of 
Egypt and the Hindu 
Kush: an area which, 
under the recommenda- 
tions of the 'Boundary 
Commission' in 327 BC, 
became known as the 
Macedonian Empire, and 
which Alexander the Great 
represented until his death 
forty-five minutes later. 
How did he do it? By a 
remarkable combination of 
charm, good looks, intel- 
ligence, hard work, lying 
through his teeth and kill- 
ing people. 

Democracy in 
Britain 

Since 1215 when King 
John was cast adrift on an 
island in the Thames with- 
out any jewels until he 
agreed to sign the Magna 
Carta, Britain has been 
known as the Mother of 
Parliaments. This means 
that we are better than 
everyone else, and our 
system of government has 
allowed us to go on to 



invent penicillin, the hover- 
craft and Martin Webster. 
Our system of democracy 
is completely unique and 
has been followed all over 
the world. The American 
Way of Democracy, which 
is based on the idea that 
the party which has the 
most balloons wins, has, by 
contrast, produced nothing 
of value except chewing 
gum, herpes and certain 
parts of Marilyn Monroe. 
The French, who have 
been governed by a suc- 
cession of stunted little 
dictators with piles, elderly 
nancy boys in curly wigs 
and men with big noses 
and Tommy Cooper hats, 
still think it's smart to piss 
in the street. And the less 
said about the Germans the 
better. 

But British democracy 
hasn't all been plain sail- 
ing. In the eighteenth and 
nineteenth centuries Par- 
liament was filled with 
MP's from the so-called 
'rotten boroughs'. Such 
men were often incredibly 
old and boring. Sometimes 
they didn't speak in the 
Commons for years. Many 
owned suspiciously large 
houses in the country. 
Others would leave their 
clothes on the beach and 
disappear to Australia 
without so much as a by- 
your-leave. But the Great 
Reform Bill of 1832 sorted 
all this kind of thing out 
and made it legal. 
In Britain today everyone 
over the age of eighteen is 
allowed to vote if they can 
be bothered— except for 
the Royal Family, Peers of 
the Realm, lunatics and 
Desmond Wilcox. Esther 
Rantzen is allowed to vote 
providing she does it 
quietly and tries not to 
leave her after-birth all 
over the polling-booth. 



The General 
Election of 1665 

Daniel Defoe's classic book 
"Journal of the Election 
Year" tells us much about 
how elections were 
conducted in the 17th 
Century. Defoe relates 
how he set off for his 
nearest polling station at 
Tewkesbury — three days' 
ride away — to vote in the 
General Election of 19th 
June 1665. He took with 
him his wife, children and 
servants as well as several 
head of cattle. These last 
were a regrettable 
mistake, for, mishearing 
the voting instructions 
from the town-crier, he 
was labouring under the 



impression that in order to 
register his vote he was 
obliged to place an ox next 
to the candidate of his 
choice. 

Having voted, Defoe 
returned home. He was 
determined not to go to 
bed before hearing the 
result of the election, and 
was rewarded by the 
traditionally swift 
constituency of Bath 
declaring first* on the 10th 
August. Thereafter the 
pace became a little less 
hectic, but Defoe doggedly 
stayed up until the turn of 
the year, retiring to bed on 
the 4th January 1666 — the 
final result still undecided 
— a broken man.
